The clothing stock’on the upper floors of 
No. 509 burned persistently in spite of the 
quantity of water poured in, which seemed 
adequate to drown every spark. 
ond and third alarms were turned in 
after the arrival of Chief Swingley, 
precautionary measure. A _ thick fire 
wall saved the bullding of the Schmitz & 
Schroeder Clothing Co, adjoining the fire 
on the south. 

The fire proper was confined to the third 
and fourth floors of the building 009 and 
5 and was extinguished at 1 o’clock this 
morning. 

The origin of the fire is unknown. 

Foreman Joseph Gilfoy of Truck 6 was 
the hero of the fire. He didn’t save any 
lives, for there were none to eave, but he 
did plant himself at the top of his ladder 
at a window on the fourth tloor and direct 
an effective stream against the sea of 
flame that filled the room. Part of the time 
his figure was silhouctted against the giare 
of light, and part of the time it was swal- 
lowed up in the black smoke that poured 
from the windows at Intervals. 

Four or five times Gilfoy left the lad- 
der and stepped boldly upon the burning 
floor. Those below trembled for him, but 
he stuck to his post until every spark of 
fire had been extinguished on that floor. 

Several times the tower stream, misdirect- 
ed, struck him, and once he was in the 
stream, unable to escape it, for fully a miné¢ 
ute.

ST. LOUIS AND THE WORLD'S FAIR. 
lo the members of the Citizens’ Committee of Fifty on the 
Centennial Celebration of the Loulsiana Purchase realize the 


‘meaning and force of the resolution adopted as the conclusion 


of the committee's work? 

That resolution merely provides for a convention of delegates 
from the several States and Territories in the Loulsiana Pur- 
chase, to be held in St. Louts “for the purpose of determining 
the time, place and manner of fittingly commemorating the 
centennial anniversary of the acquisition by the United States 
of the Loutsiana territory.” The issuance of the call for the 
convention, the appointment of delegates, and all the necessary 
preliminaries to securing the co-operation of the other States 
are left in the hands of Gov. Stephens. 

There is in the resolution no affirmation on the part of St. 
Louis that a World's Fair or any other form of celebration 
should be held. There is no assumption that 8t. Louis is the 
leader in the movement fof a celebration. There is no 
statement or hint of the paramount claim of St. Louls as the 
location of any centennial celebration of the Louigiana Pur- 
chase; nor is there the slightest expression of desire on the 
part of St. Louls to have the celebration. 

What must be the effect of a resolution of this kind emanat- 
ing from the representatives of the citizens of St. Louis? Does 
it not create the impression that 8t. Louls Is indifferent, if 
not opposed,’ to a World's Fair, or any other form of publie 
celebration? Does it not appear from the reading of the 
resolution that St. Louis has practically surrendered the,lead- 
ership of the movement and is willing to have any other 
city assume it and secure the honor of holding the cele- 
bration? Does it not turn over to the convention the entire 
determination of the question of celebrating the event, of the 
time and location, without the slightest intimation that St. 


' Louts ts a candidate for the place? 


There is no reason to believe that Gov. Stephens is opposed 
to St. Louls, or would oppose any claims that 8t. Louis might 
bave as the location of the Centennial celebration. But the 
St. Louls people, through their committee, place in his hands

vention. In short, St. Louls places herself wholly in the hands 
of the Governor and the convention, and throws aside as a 
matter of indifference the celebraffon itself, the time, location 
and form.

The primary object of the purchase of Louisiana Territory 
Waa te secure to the United States & ods the mouth of the 
Missivsipp! River and the free navigation of the stream. Pres- 
Went Jefferson personally expressed this object, and the orig- 


imal instructions to the commissioners was to secure New | 
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Orlenas and territory contiguous to the mouth of the Mis- 
sissippi and free navigation along its entire length. Out of 
this negotiation came the purchase of the entire Louisiana 
Territory. 

The chief significance of a celebration of the Louisiana 
Purchase would be to commemorate the beneficence of an 
act which secured to the United States not only the free navi- 
gation but the absolute possession of the great inland sea 
which divides the continent, with the magnificent domain 
contiguous thereto on the west. In short, it would be pecu- 
liarly a Mississippi! Valley and Mississippi River celebration. 
St. Louls is the metropolis of the Mississippi Valley. It is 
the prircipal port of the Mississippi River. 

It would be as absurd to held in New York a centennial cele- 
bration of the founding of Washington City as to hold In any 
city not on the Mississippi River the centennial celebration of 
the Louisiana Purchase. The river must be an essential part 
of the exposition.

No other form of celebration except a World's Fair will se 
fittingly and beneficially commemorate the event. 

It must be @ great international expusition, exceeding in 
scope and magnificence any ever given in ‘this country, 
That is the only kind of fair that St. Louis can afford to give. 
Itrwill pay. 

All of the money that Chicago paid into her World’s Fair 
has been paid back, not in actual receipts from the 
fair itself, but In prestige, growth and business advantages, 
three times over.

Miss Sue Jordan Volunteers to Nurse Smallpox 
Patients and Goes to Her Post of Duty 
With a Smile on Her Face.

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MISS SUE JORDAN. 


Miss Sue Jordan is a heroine. She denies 
it, but that makes her the greater heroine, 

She has done that which calis for greater 
bravery and greater fortitude than men 
need who go into battle. She has gone to 
face all the dangers which the soldier goes 
to face. the same virtual certainty of suf- 
fering, the same chance of death. 

But her action is on a higher plane than 
that of the soldier. The soldier is sustained 
by the sense of numbers, inspired by mar- 
tial: music and cheering comrades, gteeled 
by war's passions and urged on by hopes 
of glorious reward. Miss Jordan goes alone 
into the quiet chambers where death lin- 
gers in loathsome form. She is sustained, 
inspired, steeled and urged on onty by her 
sense of duty. 

Like the soldier, she is a volunteer, Bhe 
has volunteered to nurse the victims of 
emalipox at Quarantine. 

Wihen smallpox broke out in the Lindsley 
family of 3696 Finney avenue and it became 
necessary to isolate at Quarantine three 
members—Ashby, Bradley and Baby Ruth— 
the need of a trained nurse arose. There 
is a resident physician at Quarantine, Dr. 
M. C. Woodruff, but nurses are only sent 
down there when they are especially need- 
ed. One was especially needed to nurse the 
smalipox victims. 

There are nurses in the employ of the 
city who could be assigned to the hazard- 
ous task, but this is never done, A volun- 
teer is always called for 
to Miss Warr, Superintendent 
that he needed a nurse for quarantine.

SEDALIA, Mo., Dec. 3.—James I. West, 
a locomotive engineer, who is in jail here 
in company with Eli J. Stubblefield, a for- 
mer conductor on the charge of having at- 
tempted to hold up a Missouri Pacific pas- 
senger train five miles northwest of Se- 
dalia last Tuesday night, furnighes another 
instance of a man living a Dr. Jekyll and 
Mr. Hyde life. 

West is about 45 years of age, and was 
married a few years ago to a widow with 
two daughters, but has no children of his 
own. He has been running a freight en- 
gine on the Missouri Pacific between Se- 
dalia and Kansas City for the past seven 
years, and until. the present trouble there 
Was never aught against his good name. 
He owns a cosy residence on East Fifth 
street, and as he had a regular run on the 
road, earning from $180 to $200 each month, 
the general supposition was that he waé 
laying something by for a ig day. He 
belonged to the Brotherhood of Locomotive 
Engineers, and stood well with the mem- 
bers of the order. He was also a member 
of the East Broadway Christian Church 
and no later than last Sunday he passed 
the contribution box at the @vening se: ‘ 
The.church to which West belonged erected 
a new church building during the past 
summer. The congregation is made up 
largely of railroad men and not one was 
more enthuelastic in raising funds 
for pushing the work than he, 
He contributed liberally himself, and 
never failed to upon his fellow 


Sunday. 

His home life, so far as known, 
all that could have been desired, and 
no wonder that the greatest surprise 
expressed when he was taken in custody 
Tuesday night, charged with being the 
leader of the Missouri Pacific holdup. 


During the past three days, however, the 
public has been thoroughly informed as 
to the other side of West's every day 
life. It has been learned that for months 
past he has been an inveterate gambler, the 
game of craps having an especial fascina- 
tion for him. It is told of him that no 
sooner would he get his check cashed than 
he would proceed to one of Sedalia’s 
pambiins dens, where he almost invariably 
ost a good portion of his previous month's 
earnings. So great was his mania for games 
of chance that he has been known to loan 
money to an acquaintance and then sit 
down in a game of poker with the same in- 
dividual in the hope, of winning it back. 
This has been going on for several months, 
It was generally known among the sport- 
ing fraternity, and West was looked upon 
as a “dead easy mark.”’ 

To Rev. F. L. Cook, pastor of the East 
Broadway Christian church, and the mem- 
bers of the congregation nothing was 
known of the shady side of West's life. To 
the non-church members who ran on the 
road with him West was known as a 
“lusher’’ as well as a gambler, and to his 
drinking ts largely attributed his downfall. 
Between liquor, dice and cards West began 
running behind financially, and it Is claimed 
that to-day he owes the local banks and 
railroad friends about $900, all of which 
has passed over the gaming table. 
Immediately after lg arrest’ Tuesday 
night West was committed to the County 
Jail. He was considerably under the in- 
fluence of liquor, and one-half an hour

Board of Directors Formed, Under Mrs. 
Otto’s Direction. 

Mrs. M. E. Otto, Manager of Hephzibah 
Rescue Home, has met Mrs. Mattie Block

Rescue Home for colored girls. They have 
succeeded in organizing a board of 14 
colored women. A committee from this 
board met yesterday with the Board of 
Hephzibah Rescue Home, and it was de- 
cided to render the colored people assist- 
ance under the direction of Mrs, Otto, who 
will keep a close oversight of the work and 
see that it is carried on properly. Mrs.

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DR. CUMMINGS’ DEATH. 


Hc Was a Well-Known Physician and 
Had a War Record. 

Dr. John C, Cummings, one of the oldest 
and best-known homeopathic physicians in 
the city and State, will be buried this after- 
noon from his late residence, 3614 Olive 
street. . 

The doctor was a resident and prominent 
physician of St. Louis for 23 years. He was 
one of the founders of the St. Louis Chil- 
dren's Hospital and was its consulting phy- 
Sicilian until shortly before hig death. He 
was also for a number of years consulting 
physician for the Memorial Home of Mis- 
souri for Old People, and shortly before his 
death resigned the chair of hygiene, sanita- 
tion and children’s diseases in the Homeo- 
pathic Medical College of Missouri, 

He resided in Kansas City and New Or- 
leans before he came to St. Louis. He 
served with distinction through the Civil 
War as surgeon in Virginia, Tennessee, 
Loulsiana and Mississippi, and at its close 
was surgeon in chief of the Transmissis- 
sipp! Department of the Confederate States. 
When Gen. Buell, of the Union forces, en- 
tered Nashville he found Dr. Cummings in 
charge of the hospital there, with both 
Union and Confederate wounded under his 
care. The General gave him a safe pass- 
port through his lines and told him to take 
all the quinine and medicines he wanted 
with him for the use of the Confederate 
sick. 

He was a graduate of the Universities of 
Tennessee and Pennsylvania and received 
the degree of M. A. from the former short- 
ly after the war. He became a convert to 
homeopathy in New Orleans after the war. 
He was well known in both schools and 
was a frequent contributor to the leading 
medical journals of the country of both 
schools. . 

He died Dec. 2, 1898, at his residence, 3514 
Olive etreet, of heart disease, at the age ol 
71 vears. He is survived by his wife and 
six children. The interment will be pri- 
vate.

CHICAGO, Dec. 3.—The ambitions of De- 
troit to climb Into the: National baseball 
league and part company with the West- 
ern League were given a decisive check yes- 
terday. President Ban Johnson 6ays his 
League will retain all its present terri- 
tory, despite the plans of President Vander- 
beck of Detroit to buy Cleveland or Louis- 
ville and sail into the major organization.

THE LEAGUE OF AMERICAN 
WHEELMEN HAS FOUR CAN- 
DIDATES TO CHOOSE FROM. 


ALL ARE FROM THE EAST. 


The Referee Tells How Things Are 
Standing and How the Political Pot 
Is Boiling and Bubbling Over. 


Thomas J. Keenan, Jr., of Pittsburg is 
the latest nominee for the office of Presi- 
dent of the L. A, W. 

This makes four possible candidates but 
he is the second one to announce himself 
for the much-coveted place. 

At the present those spoken of as the 
leaders of the wheelmen, tn addition to Mr. 
Keenan, are Isaac B. Potter, C. F. Kireker 
and George D. Gideon. Potter has not ad- 
mitted to any one that he would run for 
a third term, though this is not expected 
at the present time, as the wily Eastern 
politician never telis his plans and will not 
take the public into his confidence. It may 
be that he is laying nis wires quietly and 
then again he may be tired. The most 
probable eituation is that he has not de- 
cided what he will do, and does not wish 
commit himseif or say anything now 
which would compromise him later.

Following Potter’s plans, George D. Gid- 
eon, the former chairman of the Racing 
Board, is not saying a word. It 
tacitly understood at the last assembly 
when the Pennsylvania division decided 
to support Keenan and Potter, that those 
delegates only pursued that course be- 
cause they had promised to support Potter 
in advance and that in the year 1899 Pennsy 
would be out for the presidency itself, with 
Gideon as the leader. Keenan got the frst 
vice-presidency. He was on the Potter 
ticket and the Keystone men felt that they 
could not have two candidates. Their de- 
sires were for Gideon, but they stuck to 
their pledge to Potter. 

Pennsylvania is to-day the leading di- 
vision in the L. A. W., having recently 
passed New York in point of numbers, and 
feels that it is entitled to the chief office. 
With either Keenan or Gideon she ought 
to win. 


Ae for Keenan's candidacy, while it might 
have been expected, it is looked upon as an 
ungracious act. Every one Knew that his 
State would want the présidency in 1899, 
and it was chiefly for this reason that 
Keenan was so anxious to secure the first 
vice-presidency so that he could keep him- 
self before the public. When the dispute 
over the ticket in Pennsylvania came up 
last year, the sentiment was very strong 
that Keenan should get off the Potter tick- 
et and allow the State to support Gideon, 
but Keenan forced the de:egates to keep 
their word. And while they did so, and while 
there Was no contract, it was the general 
understanding that Keenan: would get out 
of Gideon’s way in 1899, and leave a clear 
field for the latter. But Keenan has used 
his office as a stepping stone and will give 
battle for the higher one. He wil] have 
to fight it out in his own State, for if 
Pennsylvania decides to support either him 
or Gideon, the other will be out of it. 

It has been said that Gideon went against 
his own State by running against Potter, 
but Gideon did not run. Some of his friends 
put his name up and voted for him but he 
made no effort at all. 


But then Gideon may refuse to run this 
year and that would simplify the whole 
thing. 


For the Vice-Presidencies, two men have 
been spoken of to me, although they have 
not come out publicly. Wallace Sherwood, 
Chief Consul of Indiana, wants the first, 
and George D. Locke, Chief Consul of Ili- 
nois, wants the second. Sherwood is an ag- 
gressive, energetic man, and has done much 
for his division. He won national publicity 
by advocating a plan to have the L. A. W. 
members club and buy their bicycles at 
wholesale reduced rates. This plan caused 
the manufacturers to rise up in arms, and 
it was abandoned. 

Locke has been Secretary-Treasurer of 
his division for several years, and this year 
he caught his opponents napping and cap- 
tured the Chief Consulship. The I[llinols di- 
vision has been asking for office for many 
vears In vain, and the condition of the di- 
vision, which has such a large city as Chi- 
cago in it, has operated against it. Locke 
1as a few months before the assembly 
meets to show what he can do with his 
division, and if successful with that he 
will, no doubt, be rewarded. 


The Century Road Club of America has 
nominated A. L. Mace of St. Paul for its 
President, and C. M. Fairchild of Cleve- 
land for Secretary. For the Missouri Di- 
vision Dr. J. T. Sibley is nominated for 
Chief Centurion and Frank Stark for Sec- 
retary-Treasurer. 


The six-day grind has commenced In New 
York, and the promoters of the big race 
have shown themselves adepts at clever 
scheming. At the last assembly the L. A. Ww. 
assed a by-law forbidding races of over 72 
hours in duration, and even then the men 
were to have two hours’ rest each day. It 
will be seen, then, that no race could be 
run which lasted longer than three days, 
This wus done in the interests of humanity, 
as the reports of the six-day race last year 
showed that the riders suffered terribly, 
and the L. A. W. was blamed for sanction- 
ing such events. 

Of course the promoters in New York did 
not wish to abandon the event, for it is a 
great money maker. They wanted the coin, 
and as they had to have riders to race they 
ylanned to get all of the big men out of the 
Pp. A. W. before the time set for the race, 
This was why the rebellion took place last 
fall. It was fomented by the six-day pro- 
moters, and they succeeded in having the 
principal racing men suspended. Now the 
race will be run without sanction. 


But what will the riders do when the race 
is over. The New York promoters cannot 
support all the racing men, and other pro- 
moters will not hgaye outlaws. The rating 
men have been play ed upon by the money- 
getters, and will be left to hold the bag.

The most extraordinary feature of an 
unprecedented general financial situation 
is the foreign exchange market. General 
attention was directed toward that quarter 
this week on account of the announcement 
by a local banking house with foreign con- 
nections that it had engaged $1,000,000 gold 
in London for shipment to this country. 
Irrespective of the business merits of the 
transaction, which have indeed been much 
commented, the incident was Interesting. 
It serves to indicate the delicate nature of 
the machinery employed to prevent what, 
under some circumstances, might be an in- 
undation of gold from Europe to satisfy a 
trade balance of which the exact dimen- 
sions, are, of course, unknown, but which 
must be very heavy. 

Roughly speaking, this country at the 
present time does not need gold. That is 
to say, the current rates of interest reflect 
an abundant supply of money, and the 
rates to be obtained on commercial paper 
and loans of all kinds are extremely low. 
On the other hand, entirely different and 
unusual conditions prevail at all the FEu- 
ropean money centers, and on one account 
or another money rates are high there, 
Shipments of gold to the United States 
would only aggravate the second conditions, 
and an adjustment can only be had in two 
other ways: Furope can liquidate her hoid- 
ings of American securities, which are al- 
ready heavily reduced, or she can defer 
payment of her balance by making loans 
in the market. Both methods are now be- 
ing employed. Irrespective of the arbitrage 
dealings in the stock market, the drift of 
the International movement of securities 
is hitherward and It is estimated that the 
New York banks are loagine upon foreign 
bankers’ bills upward of $40,000,000.

Mr. Bliss was in Constantinople. 
His father was a missionary. He was a 
Congregationalist before he became an 
Episcopalian. He became interested in so- 
cial questions through observing the con- 
dition of workingmen in factory villages. 
He progressed rapidly to a Christian So- 
cialist of the most advanced type He Is 
only 42 years old, but he has written sev- 
eral books and many pamphlets on Chris- 
tian Socialiem, and edited a pretentious 
encyclopaedia of social reform. 

He has edited the Dawn and the Amer- 
can Fabian, Christian Socialist monthiies. 

He organized the Church of the Carpenter 
in Boston, which carried out, as far as 
possible, the principles of Christlan social- 
ism. His home is now in Alhambra, Cal. 
His work is confined to lecturing. 

His personality conforms well 
good-will gospel which he preaches, lie 
is ~wentle, as an altruist should be.

He lives witmphis family in the mission 
building. Miss inker, who ts In charge of 
the distinctively settlement work, lives 
there, too. ‘There is a beautiful chapel, a 
library, reading rooms, kindergarten, 
rooms for boys’ and girls’ Clubs, baths and 
nearly every facility for ministering to the 
religious, moral and physical needs of the 
dense popwation among which the mis- 
sion exists and does its work. 

Several hundred families came under its 
influence. It is what is called an Institu. 
tional Church, but Mr. Tuckerman does 
not like the word institutional. 


“There is too much institutionalism in 
society and in the church,” he said. “The 
need is for personal contact and personal 


work. Institutions as means of personal 
work are all right, but institutions are too 
often substituted for personal work. 

“St. Stephen’s is not a parochial mission, 
A parochial mission is one supported by 
and drawing its sustenance from a parish. 
This work is in direct connection with the 
mission board of the church. I sustain the 
same relation to it as if I were out itn the 
country as a pioneer. It receives the neces- 
sary support from the board. The money 
raised by it goes into the board’s treasury. 
I hope it will never be otherwise. I have 
attended board meetings and heard joy ex- 
pressed over this or that mission becoming 
self-supporting. It always pained’ me. It 
meant the beginning of institutional selfish- 
is destructive of the unity which, 
in my conviction, is the true principle. 

‘“‘My salary is paid by the board. It Its 
my dream to be able some day to say with 
Paul: : 

‘““*Yea. ye yourselves know that these 
hands have ministered unto. my necessities 
and to them &hat were with me.’ 

“The church is akin to a close corpora- 
tion. Iam ata distinct aalvantage in going 
among the people as a paid servant of euch 
a corporation.

Retween these three languages—the Sla- 
vonic, the Bohemian and the Polish—there 
gulf, but the difference is 
so marked that the Slavonians desired to 
have a church and a pastor of their own.

“The church willl grow as the Slavonians 
in the city learn of it. Like all the peoples 
of Europe, the Slavonians cluster in colo- 
nies wherever they go, and a church of 
their own does more than anything else to 
preserve their homo genity. Of course there 
are not so many of them here @s there are 
in the East, for the

The next morning was so cold that 
milk came frozen, and the snow was failing 
that thicke one could h irdly see the river. 
Nevertheless after their chocolate and 
toasted roles at 8 ovlock they went out 
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for @ walk all muffled to the ears in their 
wrap rasca.l cloakea. So I saw them no 
more till] high noon, when, es they stood 
in the hall looking at that tattered frag- 
ment ofthethe Roundheads battle flags 
which my lord has at the celling so to say 
hanged and quartered, I announced that 
dinner awaited their coming. Whereat 
Capt. Conquest vowed him@elf hungry as 
a cormorant, and my lord jestingly declared 
to Mr. Peppys he should favre as well as at 
the Three Tuns Tavern, and my lord 
Sandwich clapped his hand upon an im- 
aginary cutlasse and protested he would 
fell any man were he Monsieur or Don 
Diego, or Dutch Mynheer, that stood 
‘twixt him and his victuals. 8o my lord 
of Buckingham. who for two dayes past 
has been as surly as a butcher's dog, pass- 
ing his time as is his wont when thinge go 
awry spelling out some fooleries with his 
divination bookes, but who since a letter 
was brought writt in a Woman's hand 
has of a sudden grown monstrous goo0d-hu- 
mored. led them in, as it seemed, all brim- 
ming over with that mirth where with we 
laugh down the harder, undigested morseis 
of our fate. Rut much of their converse, 
be it confessed. was above my reach, 
Notwithstanding it made me right glad to 
see that the garnishing of the table gave 
them content, with !ts white cloath. and 
bugle hornes of double malted ale and two 
dozen oysters fresh from the brine, witha 
female lemon in their midst before each 
plate. And at either end was a filagon of 
canary sack, and on the dresser the gelan- 
tine and a langdebef boyled, and Mr. Pepys 
did notice the French silver forks and the 
Apostle spoone. Then the walters served 
a white pottage done in a casserole, and 
the rapes in {t were the cause of much 
seatter-brained jesting; though later, when 
the cowcumber was served flavoured with 
sweet-lips and naked ladies, my lord Sand- 
wich did erack such jokes as might have 
made a Tom Catt hide ’s face.

beating of their leathern heels and toes 
make a noise akin to the clang and clatter 
of the fish-wenches’ wooden shoon. And 
whilst Yolande wheeled and curtseyed with 
quickened tolour, the rattle of her heels 
beating melodious time with the surpassing 
sweete tinkle.of the lutes, she cast a 
glance at me with her soft brown eyes— 
and in that half same instant I vowed 
within myself she should be my wife. The 
next evening as we were playing forfeits 
I wrote on a scrap of paper which the game 
caused me to put in her hand a saucebox 
rhyme; then beheld I that she pondrred 
the words and straightway smote me.-to 
the harte with a swift, stealthy look— 
and the very next day Miss None-so-pretty 
and I were secretly betrothed. Soon after 
we all embarked for England, Yolande be- 
ing sore afeared of the sea, but seeming 
somewhat hartened by the talk of one of 
the Queen's Gentlemen, the Vicomte de 
Malingre, an officer of the King’s monsque- 
taires and a mely-mouthed pickthank 
knave as ever went honey-mooning with 
the wenches. 

Now, you all know that on that voyage 
we were nearly cast away, the ship be- 
ing in no small jeopardy—the Queen alone 
of all the ladies preserving @her courage, 
and seeming as fit to reign over the storm 
tos’t waves as Gueene Bess in the Ruff 
ever was, and lustilvy calling to the land- 
lubbers and to the fayre Moppets about 
her.

Whereat they all laughed fitt to split, and 
Mr. Pepys in particular being quite o’er- 
come wth merth, was like to choke had 
not my Lord Sanwich clapt him on the 
back, which restored his breath. So I 
served laced coffee and dates and muska- 
dynes and cordials, and Capt. Conquest 
went on with his tale. 


“After many perils we reached Exeter, 
the Queene having commanded me to at- 
tend her thither and Yolande and I being 
pledged to wed ere a month. But this was 
not a little hindered by Her Majestie’s ill- 
nesse due to-the hardships she suffered at

The Queene 
disguised, with one of her ladies and an 
escort of twa@ or three gentlemen, is to 
fiy by a secret way whilst the rest march 
at sundown a-foot, or a-horse by the high- 
way so that pursuit may be diverted from 
its chief Quarry. Her Majestie’s being abed 
has made us tarry here too long. At 
dark Malingre will gide by Pinhol to with. 
draw our vicquet And to be assured no 
Enemy tread upon our heeles. Lord -Es- 
sex should not reach Exeter before noon 
to-morrow, which gives us a night's ad- 
vance. You have but to follow to Pinhol. 
set upon the Vicomte, and pink fiim by 
hook or by crook, after which a French- 
man left thus in a ditch to fall into the 
Rumpers’ hands is‘ not likely to come to 
the scratch again.’’ 

Captain Conquest paused to draw breath 
and moisten. his ips just as Harkaway

A 
Captain remembers fairly well what song 
the midshipmen were used to eing about 
the Lieutenant; what views he held in his 
own lHeutenancy of his commander, and 
what as a commander he thought of his 
captain. If he forgets these matters, as in 
heat, on lonely stations, or broken with 
fever some men do, then God help his ship 
when she comes home with a crop of court- 
martials and all hands half crazy! 

But to go back to methods of attack. You 
can hear interesting talk among the juniors 
when you sit on a man’s bunk of an after- 
noon, surrounded by the home photographs, 
with the tin bath and the shore-going walk- 
ing sticks slurg up overhead.

This commitee of § selected 10 of {ts 
members to act as a committee on form and 
design. This small committee wae com- 
posed of Pierre Chouteau, Chairman: D. R. 
Francia, F. W. Lehmann John H. Terry, 
Halsey €. Ives, W. S. Eames. Wm. Hyde, 
(since deceased), Julfue Pitzman. Dr. Wm. 
Taussig and Prof. Sylvester Waterhouse. 

This committee of ten held a large num- 
ber of meetings, and then visited the 
Omaha Exposttion. Tt also invited several 
heads of departments of the Chicago 
World's Fair to come to St. Louls and give 
their views on the wisdom of a world's fair 
ae the form for the celebration. The com- 
mittee began much prejudiced against a 
world’s fair, but gradually it wes converted 
to advocacy of that form of celebration. 

Arriving at this conclusion it decided that 
the question was too momentous to be 
decided by so small a body. It, therefore, 
reported last Monday night to the com- 
mittee, givingeits opinion that an exposi- 
tion was tho best form of celebration, but 
recommending that the final cholce be left 
to a convention composed of delegates 
from the States and Territories included tn 
the Louls'ana’ purchase. This recommenda- 
tion was embodied in the following resolu- 
tlon: 

Resolved, There should be held a convention 
of delegates from the States and Ter- 
titorles In the Louletana purchase, In the City 
of St. Louis, Mo... not later than the 10th day 
of January, A. IT).

Something of this spirit has lingered 
to the present day. If St. Louis is to march 
In the front rank of progress, {t must dis- 
play that spirit of co-operation and that 
devotion to the public welfare which have 
made other American cities great.

According to the 
press, it has not only paid all its debts, but 
has a surplus left. It has aleo increased 
the beauty and the trade of Omaha. 
“Recently six chiefs of departments in 
the Columbian Exposition visited St. Louis. 
While here they had a conference with the 
Committee of Ten. Their statements were 
highly interesting and instructive. They 
eald that many investments itn connection 
with the Chicago Fair hed been unprofit- 
able; that, when the excitement of the 
exposition subsided, the reaction seriously 
injured many firms; but that, upon the 
whole, the Columbian Exhibition thhad been 
a great benefit to Chicago; that during the 
whole period of the fair the deposits in 
the banks at Chicago averaged a million 
dollars a day, and that the Exposition had 
added not less than 200,000 to the popula- 
tion of Chicago. They stated that the 
economic value of a healthful adult is $1,000, 
and upfn the assumption that only one out 
of fivegin the 200000 had reached maturity, 
the vglue of the population which the Fair 
aided to Chicago largely exceeded the whole 
cost of the-ddsposition.

STORY OF LOUISIANA 


In 1802 President Jefferson instructed 
James Monroe and Robert Livingston, 
American envoys at Paris, to buy an 
island and a dock yard and negotiate 
for the free navigation of the Missis- 
sippi River. For this purpose he placed 
at their disposal $2,000,000 to ‘smooth 
matters,’’ which meant to bribe the 
First Consul’s Ministers. Instead of 
following his instructions they bought 
a magnificent domain, the nogotiation 
being the largest real estate transac~- 
tion in the world’s history. 

This is, in few words, the story of 
the acquisition Of the Louisiana Ter- 
ritory by the United States. 

The burden of the American case was 
the free navigation of the Mississippl 
tiver, which had been secured, as was 
thought, by the treaty with Spain of 
1795. but was imperilled by the retro- 
cession of Louisiana to France. 

The whole territory known as the 
Province of Loulsiana was a French 
possession until 1763, when it was ceded 
to Spain. After the establishment of 
American Independence, settlers 
flocked across the Alleghenies and 
filled up the valley of the Ohio. Men 
like Washington, Jefferson and Mon- 
roe gave much thought to the pros- 
pects of these citizens and foresaw 
that the welfare of the new Western 
States depended upon a free outlet by 
water to the Gulf of Mexico. 


To this end negotiations were begun 
with Spain immediately after the Rev- 
olutionary War, but with indifferent 
success, until in 1795, a treaty was 
concluded. By thia:treaty “His Cath- 
olic Majesty agrees that the navigation 
of the said river (Mississippi) in its 
whole breadth, from its source to the 
ocean, shall be free to his subjects and 
the citizens of the United States un- 
lees he should extend this privilege to 
the subjects of other powers by 
convention.” Another article provided 
that “in consequence of the stipula- 
tions contained in the fourth 
(just quoted) His Catholic Majesty will 
permit citizens of the United States 
for the space of three years from that 
time, to deposit their merchandise and 
effecte in the fort of New Orleans and 
to export them from thence without 
paying any other dutwv thana fair price 
for the hire of the and His 
Majesty promises either to continue 
the permission, if he finds during that 
time that it is not prejudicial to the 
interests of Snain. or if he should not 
agree to continue it there, he will as- 
sign to them.on another part of the 
banks of the Miesissippi an equivalent 
establishment.” 

This was eatisfactory to the people 
of the Western lands and a br'sk 
commerce sprang up. The waterways 
of the West were free and the products 
of the West found an outilet’to foreign 
market through the port of New Or- 
leans. The concession waé vital to the

But on Oct. 1, 1800, Spain ceded by 
the treaty of St. Ildefonso the whole 
territory to France, and tho next day 
the Span!sh Governor at New Orleans 
abrogated the treaty provisions re- 
lating to the free navigation and the 
right of depos“‘t. 

When the news of these transactions 
reached Washington there was great 
consternation. A resolution was in- 
troduced into the Senate which de- 
clared “‘that the free navigation of the 
river and the privilege of deposit at 
New Orleans was a clear and un- 
doubted right of the United States; 
that the late infraction of this right 
by Spain was an act of aggression 
hostile to the honor and interests of 
the United States; that the people of 
the West were deeply concerned in 
the possession of a place of deposit on 
the island of New Orleans; that the 
President should be €iuthor'zed to take 
possession of some ‘such fit place of 
deposit." The President was further 
authorized to recruit a military force 
to carry out this purpose. This 
meant war with both Spain and 
France. It wae argued that New Or- 
leans shogld be seized and after that 
nats for the navigation of the 
river might be undertaken. 

But owing to partisan differences 
th’s resolutions was lost. Besides, 
Jefferson was a man of peace and pre- 
ferred to negotiate first, although he 
foresaw certain war in case the ne- 
gotiation falled. 

In 1802 he wrote to Robert L‘vings- 
American. Minister to France:

Jan. 10, 1893, President Jefferson nom- 
inated James Monroe Plenipotent-ary 
to France with power to negotiate for 
the purchase of New Orleans and se- 
cure guarantees for the free naviga- 
tion of the river. The Senate promptly 
confirmed the appointment and voted 
$2,000,000 to promote the transaction, 

When Monroe landed in France ne- 
gotiations had algeady begun between 
Livingston and Talleyrand. 

On April 10 Livingston sent a letter 
to Monroe, then on his way to Paris, 
informing him that he had suggested 
the American desire for privileges of 
navigation and had also suggested the 
purchase of New Orleans. In reply, 
the minister of the First Consul asked 
what the Americans would give for 
the whole territory. In a subsequent 
dispatch he told Monroe that he did 
not believe the offer to sell the whole 
territory was made in good falitn;

On the 2th Monroe arrived in Paris. 
Livingston was despondent; he told 
Monroe that the only way out was 
war; that the American Government 
should take forc!ble possession of New 
Orleans and negotiate afterwards. He 
had told Talleyrand on the Ilth that 
the United States wanted only New 
Orleans; and he refused to believe that 
Bonapart was sincere in his larger 
offer. 

Meanwhile war had broken out be- 
tween England and France and the 
First Consul found himself in need of 
money. On the night of April 10, 1803, 
he sat in counc!] with Talleyrand, 
Minister of Foreign Affairs, and Mar.- 
bois. Minister of Finance. discussing 
the situation. At daybreak of the llth 
the council broke up. Napoleon rose, 
and with terse rhetoric ordered his 
ministers to sell the entire territory to 
the Americans for 50,000,000 france if 
they could get no more. and to press 
the negotiations to a speedy conclu- 
sion. 

Napoleon’s necessity and Monroe's 
enthusiasm soon overcame Living- 
ston’s doubts and the treaty was 
drawn up and signed. 

Jefferson was surprised at the turn 
of affairs when the treaty reached him 
but ft was in harmony with his dreams 
of American destiny, He had sent 
Monroe to Paris ona comparatively 
unimportant mission and his Minister 
returned with an empire in his pocket. 

Throughout the entire discussion of 
this transaction from the time the 
treaty of St. Ildefonso became known 
to the end, there is no hint of reflec- 
ton or desire @n the part of any 
American statesman to obtain the ter- 
ritory of Louisiana. Public thought 
was occupied wholly with the naviga- 
tion privileges and the rights of de- 
posit. And to show how littie Ameri- 
cans, even of broavest views, under- 
stood the tmportance of the ‘‘deal,” 
a citation from one of Livingston's 
letters will suffice. He wrote to Mon- 
roe that the outlay ($15,000,000) might 
be reimbursed by the sale of the terri- 
tory west of the Mississippi with the 
right of sovereignty to some power in 
Europe whose vicinity we should not 
fear. 

The object sought was New Orleans 
and free navigation of the river. The 
object gained was an enormous em- 
pire, : 

The centennial of the celebration 
would not be consistent historically if 
this fact were hot made most promi- 
nent. The Louisiana territory would 
not have’ been purchased had it not 
been for the commercial necessity of 
the Mississippi River to the people of 
the West. The negotiations was be- 
gun with only this in view. That more 
Was done Was due to a crisis which 
had no relation to the object of Mon- 
roe’s mission.

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NEW GAME OF “SHORT GOLF,” THE APPARATUS 
USED AND THE WAY IN WHICH THE GAME IS PLAYED 
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Willie Dunn, professional golfer of the St. 
Andrew’s Golf Club, fixed up a room last 
winter for Iindgor golf. His venture was 
quite successful and gave birth to another 
idea, which has grown to goodly propor- 
tions, 

This was “short golf,”’ an indoor game, 
which has been generally adopted in En- 
gland and Scotland and which will prob- 


ubly be seen in New York this winter. 
The Golfer, the official golf organ of the 
United States, gives quite an interesting 
account of this new game, with illustra- 
tions that make it clear. 

The name “short goif”’ is misleading, for 
the invention provides for long as well 
as short play. The apparatus can be set 
up In a hall or In an area of open ground. 
and even on a fair-sized back lawn or 
court the full nine-holes may be laid out. 
The fllustrations will best show what is 
meant by “short golf.” The apparatus con- 
sists of frames filled with strips of cord. 
wire, or tapes of a cotton, woollen or 
elastic material, fixed to top and bottom 
of horizontal bars or to the sides of up- 
right posts. These frames may be exten- 
sive, as shown in the illustration, or mere- 
lv four feet wide—just sufficient to enable 
the ball to get through. 
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One, two or three of these thicknesses of 
strips are placed together, according to 
the nature of the stroke to be played. The 
player first tees his ball in the ordinary 
way, takes a full swing and drives straight 
for the center of the frame. A well-hit 
ehot should send the ball nicely through 
the retarding substances and leave it in a 
good positio in the next court for the 
approach. r badly taken drive will, in 
the worst case, send the ball back into 
the court where it was played from or 
leave it bunkered in the next court,

The frame cords vary in resistance, ac- 
cording to where ‘the ball strikes. And 
here it may be Sxpinmed that the bunkers 
are so situated that a good-placed drive 
meets with its proper value. For indoor 
Jurposes the bunkers may be of cork, rub- 
er. wire matting or other material. 

The strips of the “frame’ are s0 ar- 
ranged that well-driven balls receive their 
due reward, while “badly driven balls are 
naturally penalized, as in the outdoor 
game.

ment such as must be shown on regular 
links. 

Every element is introduced into, “short 
golf’ that exists in the regular game, and 
to those playing it is both interesting and 
instructive. It is not a miniature copy of 
golf, but it is golf so treated that with the 
aid of apparatus it can be played in a 
restricted space. Its very nature makes 
it certain of popularity. 


PAVEMENT OF DIAMONDS. 


It Was Found in Kimberley Not Many 
Years Ago. 

It is not often that it is given to man 

to travel daily on a high road  MIUterally 

groaning with dlamonds. Until a few years 

ago there was euch a road, and it was 


neither a vision of the pipe nor the press 
agent. It was located tn the Kimberley 
district in South Africa and when a man 
walked over it he walked over a million of 
dollars’ worth of precious stones. 

Five thousand dollars a yard was the 
record of some parts of the road. The dia- 
monds are not there now. It seems that 
when the diamond mining industry was 
some years younger than it {s to-day there 
was a vexing scarcity of water in the 
Kimberley country. So when a miner 
couldn't get a supply of water to help him 
in his search he had to do the best he 
could and hustle around with his tools in 
the dry earth. He would spade here and 
there until he struck a lump of earth which 
held the eagerly sought prize Then he 
woyld abandon the

With them gails a 
mythical youth, a swan-king, who an- 
nounces his intention of—descending upon 
earth, or, as the author @xpresses it, “The

will to live on earth is awakened in him.” 
An angel warns him in vain that kings on 
earth have to suffer more than other mor- 
tals from flattery, falseness and deceit. 
Very often kings have a pitiable fate; they 
are not unhappy only because they are hu- 
man, but devils in friends’ disgulse often 
accompany them through life. The swan 
king refuees to be warned; the angel has to 
consent to his earthly journey, but he com- 
forts him by promising that a noble human 
maiden will reveal herself to him with a 
song. “A limit is fixed for your life,” says 
the angel, “if you Hve it to the end; but if 
you leave the earth of your own free will, 
if you feel your powers falling, then you 
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will return here and be a swan again.”

RUSSIAN CENSORSHIP 
OF NEWSPAPERS, 
HERE has never existed a political press 
in ‘the real acceptation of the term in 
Russia. According to {mmemorial trad!- 
tion, the government of the czar only allows the 
publication of news which is in every respect 
agreeable to ite views and opinions. In certain 
special cases of great importance, when ft Is 
thought necessary either to excite or to calm 
public opinion, }he Russian government ts a trifle 
more lenient. “Thus, for instance, in 18i2, during 
the wars ageinst Napoleon IL, two newspapers 
guddenly made their appearance, which at once 
became the recognized organs of the Russian 
chauvinist party; the Russian Invalid, organ of 
the ministry of war, and the Syn Otetchesva. 
The first Ruseian newspaper dates from the 
relan of the Czar Alexis (1645-1676). It was known 
urder the name of Current News#@, and was only 
destined for the immediate entourage of the 
Empercr. The reai founder of the Russian press 
was Peter the who first started the St. 
Petereburg Gazeite, the official organ of the 
Academmy of Sciences, a complete collection of 
which exists einee 1714.

"The ‘censorship, in every form, had always ex- 
istel In Ruesia, but it was never more powerfully 
organized then under the reign of Nicholas I.

There was 
even an “upper committee of censors, epecially 
charged with the supervision of the corps ot 
censors. Later on during the latter art of Czar 
Nicholas 1.’s reign, special! censorships were ¢s- 
tablished. Not only were there ecclesiastical cen- 
sors. but every government department was in- 
vested with the power of controlling newspaper 
or other printed articles published which in any 
way dealt with the department In question. 

The many difficulties which Russian authors 
met in publishing their works resulted in the 
novel plan of collective publication tn periodical 
known ag “almanacks.”

improvement. The surroundings are near- 
ly all attractive, and the landscape is 
backed by a beautiful range of mountaing. 
The opportunities of the ¢ity have been 
boundiessa, yet the Spaniard has been con- 
tent to go on In his lazy way, and but 
little has been accomplished. If al) that !s 
attractive and imposing in Ma- 
‘tq suburbs could be grouped to- 
the foul-emelling dena of the 
Ch'namen and the straggling nipa huts of 
the excluded, streeta widened and 
straightened and cleaniinese and progress 
take the piace of neglect and decay, this 
eanital would count among the Interesting 
cities of the world. 

The canttal of the Philippines is not, how- 
ever without Ite interesting places and 
beautiful epots. To the conquering Atmer- 
lean army the ancient walled city holds the 
greatcat interest. To cross an old moat and 
enter through a time-honored portcullis is 
like stepping Into another age. Here is 
a connecting Iink with medieval days and 
feudal lords. and, if a string of valiant 
kniechts in mail and armor had come forth 
to measure steel with the invaders, there 
would have been but little room for eur- 
prise. The old city is still the city of Le- 
gaspl. The breaches in the walls made by 
the onslaughts of former invaders, and the 
destruction wrought by earthquakes that 
have come tn the ages since he lived and 
built have been repaired. The old brass 
cannon, antiquated and abandoned a cen- 
ago by nations skilled in war, still 
peer forth from the battlements. Brass 
mortare that were cast when Washington 
was at Valley Forge still rest in their 
places on the ramparts. In the arsenal are 
still the battle axes that have been effete 
and useless since gunpowder camein. The 
city was not without its modern defenses, 
yet Legaepi's old monument to colonization 
still stands like the specter of another age. 
The metes and bounds which Legasp! Jaid 
down have long since ceased to meet the 
needs of growth and the commercial man 
and trader has been forced outside the 
walls. 
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sively to official residences and religious 
institutions. It is entirely walled in with 
massive heaps of stene that seem tn their 
strength and solidity able to defy many 
ages to come. Stone enters very largely 
into the construction of the ent're settle- 
ment, for practically every structure within 
it Is of that material, The observatory, 
conducted by the Jesuit Fathers, p!aces the 
average eartliquakes on the Island of Lu- 
zon at thirteen per annum. Luzon is also 
the center of the typhoon region, and the 
builders of this city had not only to guard 
against the convulsions in the earth below, 
but the fierce Alseturbances In the heavens 
above. Earthquakes have rocked the foun- 
dations of the sturdy old town and the ele- 
Mments have raged and stormed about Its 
roofs, but it has held out against them all. 
The builders have been forced to make re- 
pairs in the wake of tumbler and storm, 
and from the experience of the ages there 
has grown a renaiseance of earthquake 
architecture and with repairs and changes 
and improvements the city Is fairly well 
prepared for the worst convulsions of na- 
ture. 

The narrow atreets of the enclosed city 
offer interesting walks to the student of 
history, the artist and the traveler. If the 
dungeons under the walls or the Council 
Chambers of State high up in the Palade of 
the Governor General could apeak, there 
would be an Interesting tale. The dishonest 
agents of Spain have not scrupled at any 
crime to grind money from the unrepre- 
sented taxpayers, to stifle progress and to 
keep millions of fairly intelligent people ee- 
cluded from the world. 

The most interesting points within the 
walls are the palaces of the governor- 
general and the palace of the toman 
Catholic archbishop. The former stands 
on Calle del Gabildo, and occupies prac- 
tically the entire block. It sto- 
ries in heighth and its exterior is unim- 
posing. It is upon its interior that 
wealth has  0»been lavished. A small 
portico and plain columns marke the en- 
trance. The immense vestibule is a check- 
er board of black and white marbic, and 
the main staircase, which is of teak, rises 
from the center and rear of it. A dozen

broad wide steps bring you to another ves- 
tibule, and the vice regal chamber of state, 
perhaps the most imposing chamber ifn any 
building in the colonies. Its high celling is 
beautifully finished, and from it hang mass. 
is chrystal chandiliers that shimmer and 
glisten in the light. 


About the walls are a series of carvings 
of prominent Castillians, who have taken 
an active part in the colonial affairs of 
Spain. Magellan and Legaspi commence 
the series, and the Queen Regent and the 
youthful Alphonso end it. The viceregal 
throne is at the upper end of the chamber. 
It is draped with crimson silk. backed by 
a monster o!] painting of the Queen Regent 
and flanked by two gilded lions, each with 
his forepaws resting on a miniature ball 
that is probably intended to represent an 
unfenced world. Here it was that Spain's 
viceregal representatives ruled #0 long. 
Here it was that the Spanish officer and 
his lady, the civil official and the merchant 
prince came to bow and win viceregal 
pleasure. Here it was that the princes and 
notables who came to visit the islands were 
welcomed. But its glory has for the time 
vanished and become a memory. Down 
under the gilded lions a couple of American 
commissary clerks toil over the reports of 
the pay and rations of Uncle Sam's big, 
brown soldiers. In the ante-chambers on 
either side sleep guards from far away, and 
out in the courts the horses of American 
officers browse in the tropical gardens, 


The upper floor is devoted to a srulte of 
offices, including the Counc!] Chamber, of- 
fice of the Governor-General, office of the 
Civil Governor and a series of secretaries’ 
offices. The principal room of the series !s 
a Council] Chamber, and, though smalier 
than the viceregal chamber below, {s much 
more ¢legantly appointed. Beautiful pairt- 
ings hang from its walls, and its panel- 
ings are the finest of all the rich hard- 
woods that grow in the islands. The carv- 
ings are by master hands, and there is a 
harmony of color. Its proud tenants know 
it no longer, and in their place rules Col. 
Charies Jewitt, Indiana lawyer,who, as the 
ranking Judge-Advocate on Gen. Merritt's 
staff, is the chief of the provost court. 
Down the hallway Major-General Otls has 


taken the place of Haudenes, and the rest 
of the suite its divided among Adjutant- 
Genera] Barry, Col. Crowder, Judge Advo- 
cate; Maj. McClure, Chief Paymaster; Maj. 
Thompson, Chief of Signal Corps, and the 
clerical department of the invading army. 

Further toward the bay, and close to 
the outer wall, upon Calle del Arzbispo, 
stands the palace of the Archbishop. It 
is equally plain in tts exterior, -but its 
interior is almost as equally Imposing. Its 
vestibule and stair are broad, roomy 
and solid, and though its apariments lack 
in richness of furniture, they are hand- 
somely appointed. 

The prettiest and richest room in the im- 
mense household is the private chapel of 
His Grace. It is under the dome of the up- 
per floor, and possesses an altar of solid 
silver. The altar is historical. It was made 
in Mexico in .he good old days, when the 
Philippines were a province of the then 
American dependency of Spain, and was A 
gift to one of the early suffragan bishops. 
Notable features in the appointments of 
the househoe!d are a series of pictures and 
statues of Our Lady of Guadaloupe, made 
in Mexico. 

Manila’s most tmportant suburb ‘is the 
business alstrict of Binondo, on the north 
shore of the Pasig. It is cut In two by two 
canals, the Estero de Binondo and the Es- 
tero de San Jacinto, and Its streeta, which 
aim to follow irregular river and meander- 
ing canal, are puzzlingly crooked and de- 
cidedly cut up. The lower Pasig is banked 
in with well-bulit stone plers, and the Iat- 
ter offer excellent facilities for shipp ng. 
Much of the wholesale trade is done west of 
the Binondo Canal. which is spanned by 
Puento del Blanco, and much of the retall 
trade between Binondo Canal and San Ja- 
cinto Canal. 

It is down 
many of the

in the wholesale district that 
larger foreign firms are lo- 
cated. In the retail businera the Escolta 
ia the most important avenue, It is nar- 
row and crooked, and has long since failed 
to meet the demands that traffic makes 
upon it. It ts dectdedly cosmopolitan, and 
in times of peace its shops offer the modes 
and fashions of the world. The Escolta re- 
minds you of the little boy who just washed 
the front of his face, for his ears and the 
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back of his neck are dirty. There is a 
Chinese and native settlement to the north 
and rear of it, and it seems to be reveling 
ina carnival of filth. Ite streets are paved 


with blocks. 


As to the mineral resources of this great 
group, only about @ score of the islands 
are known to contain deposits of valuable 
minerals. These are arranged below in or- 
der of their latitude, to give an idea of 
their geographical distribution and to fa-

So far as is definitely known, the coal of 
the Philippine Islands is all of tertiary age, 
and might better be characteriged as a 
highiy carbonized lignite. It ig analagous 
to the Japanete coal and to that of Wash- 
ington, but not the the Welsh or Pennsy!- 
vania coals. Such lignites usually contain 
considerable combined water @ to 18 per 
cent) and bear transportation ill. They are 
also apt to contain much sulphur, as iron 
pyrite, rendering them subject to spontane- 
ous combustion and injurious to botler 
plates. Nevertheless, when pyrite seams 
are avoided and the Ignite isa properly 
Nandled it forms a valuable fuel, especially 
for local consumption. In these islands it 
would appear that the native coal might

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supplant Engtish or Australian coal for 
most purposes. 

The first discovery of coal tn the archi- 
pelago was made in the island of Cebu in 
1877. Since then lignite beds have been 
found on the island at a great number of 
points. The most important croppings are 
On the eastern siope within Afteen or twen- 
ty miles of the capital, also named Cebu. 

The island of Negros is nearly parailel 
with Cebu and appears to be of similar 
Seological constitution, but it has been 
little explored and little of it seems to 
Tave been reduced to subjection by the 
Spaniards. There are known to be ts 
of coal at Calatrava, on the east coast 
of Negros, and it is believed that they are 
of important extent. In the great island of 
Mindanao coal is known to occur at eight 
am localities, but no detailed exam- 

nations of any kind a 
memo y ppear to have been 

Gold is found at a vast number of local. 
ities In the archipelago, from northern Lue 
zon to Central Mindanao, In most casce 
the gold is detrial, and is found either in 
existing water courses or in stream deposits 
now deserted by the current. These iast 
are called “alluviones” by the Spaniards, it 
is said that in Mindanao gome of the 
gravels are in an elevated position and 
adapted to hydraulic mining, 

In the province of Abra, at the northern 
end of Luzon, there are placers, and the 
gravel of the river Abra is auriferous. In 
Lepanto there are gold quartz veins as well 
as gravels. Gold !s obtained In this province 
close to the copper mines. In Benguet the 
gravels of the river Agno carry gold. There 
is also gold in the province of Bontoe and 
in New Ecija. 

At the south end of the emall island of 
Panaon, which is just to the south of Leyte, 
there are gold quartz veins, one of which 
has been worked to some extent. It is s'x 
feet In thickness and has yielded from $ 
to $7 per ton. 

Besides these, copper, tron, quicks!lver, 
lead and silver are found Jn many portions 
of the archipelago. There are also vast de- 
posits of sulphur, marble and kaolin. Pearl 
fisheries exist in the Sulu archipelago and 
are said to form an tmportant source of 
wealth.

The relation of many of the relics to 
the war is remote. A glance at the. price 
lists show that war relics are an expen- 
sive luxury. The smallest trinkets seldom 
eell for less than $1, and the prices range 
to the hundreds. 

The cheapest articles In the regular trade 
are Mauser cartridges, filled or empty. 
Enough of this ammunition seems to have 
reached New York to serve for an ordl- 
nary battle. The Mauser cartridges used 
by the Spaniards were made in Germany, 
and are stamped with the maker's name.

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SOME POISONOUS MUSHROO 


T a recent meeting of the Section on 

A Mycology of the Brooklyn Institute, 

Mrs. John K. Creevey read a paper 

on “The Fungi,’ Which wae full of valu- 

able hints to seekérs of edible mushrooms. 
Sne spoke in part as follows: 


“The fung! stand on the 
rung of the plant ladder. 
their etruciure the simplest 
and they number more than 
the cryptograms or plants 
flowers. In higher piants 
cells perform different offices: not ¢0 in 
fungi, which have neither roots, leaves 
nor stems proper. Their food is not earth, 
air and water, like plants posseesing chio- 
rophyll grains, and they cannot make 
starch and other plant food upon which 
animals subsist. Therefore they take their 
food already mace up, from plants or ani- 
mals, living or dead.

“Fungi care nothing for sunlight. They 
are like other germinating seeds in that 
they require as conditions of growth heat, 
moleture and darkness. They are closely 
allied to animal food, and should form an 
important article of diet. The common peo- 
ple of other countries recognize this fact, 


and eat them freely. We Americans allow 
tons of this cheap, nutritious food to waste 
every year because we are unable to dis- 
tinguish the poisonous from harmless 
muéehrooms. Julius A, Palmer says: ‘No 
country is richer in mushroom food than 
America. Were the poorer classes of Rus- 
sia, Germany, Italy and France to see our 
forests during the autumn rains they would 
feast on the rich food there going to 
waste,’ 


“How shall we know the gaod mush- 
rooms from the bad? Not by the discol- 
oration of a silver spoon in the stew, nor 
by the change of color of the bruised stem, 
nor by a eeparable or non-separable cuticle 
of the cap—nor by any other popular and 
haphazard test—but by the use of our in- 
telligence and common sense. How do we 
know @ clover leaf from a sorrel? How a 
potate from a deadly nightshade? We 
cannot be mistaken in these common things 
about which wée know. The differences 
between different toadstools (or mush- 
rooms, for the words are used interchange- 
ably) are sufficiently marked so that every- 


may be

classed as deadly and minor poisons. 
Through toughness of structure, acrid or 
burning or nauseous taste, or putrid smell, 
many of them are no more likely to be eat- 
en than leather or rotten apples. The 
minor poisons when eaten are productive 
of slight indigestion only, but there is one 
family of dangerous mushrooms, to eat 
which is certain death unless the antidote 
be skillfully applied. These death-dealing 
fungi all belong to the genus Amanita of 
the order Agaracini, heading the list of 
genera in Cooke's Manual—being the most 
perfect in form and manner of growth of 
all Agarics. Capt. McIlvaine gays in an 
article printed in the Youth's Companion: 
‘The toadstool peasantry is headed by the 
handsomest, most artistic looking, best 
decorated of the entire fraternity. His 
weapons are deadly. He is a terrible de- 
etroyer within himself. A plece of him 
eaten the size of a pea is certain death un- 
less a skilled physician comes to the ald of 
the victim with hypodermic injectiong of 
atropine. Mark his uniform well! Mis 


name is Amanita.’ 

“The poison ot the plants of this spec‘e 
may be taken into the system by inhala- 
tion, or absorption, as well‘as by eating. 


KING OF THE BEAVER ISLANDS. 


MORE autocratic but merciful ruler 

than Father Gallagher, King of the 
Beaver Isiands in Michigan, never 
fived. He died Nov. ®, and the little eset- 
Rlement over which he ruled was en- 
shrouded in gloom. 

Be Beaver, with its Lake 
Village of St. James, was 
King Strane’s brief relen over the Mor- 
mons a half century ego. Five months in 
the year the island is cut off from com- 
munication with the outer world by twenty 
miles of stormy water and shifting Ice, 
Which separates it from the mainland. 
The island has a population of about 800 
and those who are not fisherman are farm- 
rs, and most of them are Irish. Father 
Gallagher was Irish, and had a rich, rare 
brocue, and with his priestly functions 
was combined a gentie tact and warm 
Sympathices, and he became as much the 
monarch of his people as ever did the 
Czar of, the Russias. 

His authority was never disputed. In- 
etead of litigating in the courts, the itsland- 
ers laid their personal and property dis- 
putes before Father Gallagher, and if ever 
@n appeal wis taken from his judgment 
theAnetance has been forgotten. He even 

ercised jurisdiction over offenses against 
the law, and the penalties he observed were 
Carried out, and in matters of love and 
family he wae looked to as the universal 
@rbitrator. 

Father Gallagher went to the Beavers as

Probably the King would abdicate now, 
only this is the most pleasant season of 
the year in Greece, and the cynical Dane 
as well remain until the sun beats 
down on Athens and the dust of its streets, 
borne by the breezes from the Piraeus, en- 
velop everything and sea-bound Denmark 
becomes hospitable again. Then the un- 
happy King of an unhappy people will re- 
turn-to Denmark, where his father ks King. 
He will have been thirty-six years a ruler, 
or @eince the was elected King at the age of 
18. His elder brother, the Crown Prince of 
Denmark, is still ‘‘waiting his turn,’ like 
the Prince of Wales. 


King George had planned to abdicate 
some time before the Greco-Turkish war, 
but the events in Crete Which led up to the 
war stood in his way. At the close of the 
war it seemed that his ambition to spend 
his declining years im ease could never be 
accomplished. His son was even more un- 
popular than himself—and he was generally 
hated.It was beyond the bounds of possibil- 
ity that the Greeks would accept Constan- 
tin as their King; or even if he were seated 
on the throne, that some error of policy on 
hig part would not unseat him, 


But shortly after the war the King had 
a piece of good juck. A ruffian tried to 
assassinate him. Not being a coward, the 
King bore himself so well that his popular- 
ity returned. Now he feels that the un- 
popularity of the royal family has so far 
died away and the ambitious politicians of 
Greece have been cowed so thoroughly by

It was the irony of the fate that Constan.- 
tin should turn out the least promising of 
the three sons of King George. For solder- 
ing he has not the slightest taste or ca- 
pacity, and for politics even less. Not 
gifted with a strong mind, he Is, neverthe- 
less, a little headstrong. While Prince 
George and his lHttle brother Nicholas are 
forever doing little things in public that 
please the Greeks, Constantin seems bent 
on doing something that will not please,

Simple Rules for Those Who Would Have 
Clear Complexions and Agile Limbs. 
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By Marc Ray Hughes. 


NDOUBTEDLY health is 
beauty. What ts more beau- 
tiful than physical beauty? 
America'a most beautiful 
women are those who exer- 
cise with regularity. Take, 
for example, Lillan Russell, 
one of the most beautiful wo- 
men the American etage has 
ever produced. She is one of 
the few that are fond of ex- 
erciss. The American girls 
are unlike the English tn this 
respect. The English girl 
thinks of taking a five-mile 
walk as though it were noth- 
ing More than taking an af- 
ternoon stroll of a few 
blocks, On the contrary, the 
American gir! thinks it quite 
@ task if she has to walk a 
few Diocks. It fe an everyday occurrence to sce 
ladies making cross-country runs with gentiomen 
through the suburbs of London and from one 
shire to another. Buch exercise would be too vio- 
dent for American girls. With English girls it is 
hereditary. 

A girl should be very careful in selecting her 
exereise and take it according to her strength. 
Many girls who are stout try to reduce their 
weight by walking. The first day out they return 
home tired and disgusted.

Mrs. Clarence Mackay wore a 
bunch of mauve orchids for which a fashionable flor- 
ist charged $50 for the bunch. A careful survey of the 
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flower-bedecked waists at the Horse Show resulted in 
assuming that each of the 300 women spent $20 a day 
for Mowers, and that they spent $36,000 altogether for 
the little bunches of angel-painted loveliness. 

The new coats and wraps worn by the 30 women 
will be worn throughout the season, but the fact 
that they were made to figure first and chiefly at the 
Horse Show makes them legitimate items in the ex- 
pense account. As mere items they amount to $90,000. 
for which mogt of those 300 women had not a new 
wrap or coat or mantle of some sort? The average 
cost for these was about $900, though Mrs. O. H. FP 
Belmont and Mrs. Ogden Mills wore regal manties o! 
sable, each of which cost at least twenty times the 
average price. 

Even for Horse Show veils, Horse Show shoes ana 
Horse Show gloves the thrée hundred millionaire 
women in the boxes ran up a Dill of $23,400. item, 
900 veils at $3 each, $2,700 for all; item, two pairs of 
gloves each day, or twelve pairs during the week, or 
3,600 pairs of gloves in all at $2 a pair, total $7,200; 
item, three pairs of tiny shoes costing $15 each for 
each particular pair of tiny feet, or a total shoe bili of 
$13,500. | 

Thus of the $1,200,200 spent by the Six Hundred at 
the Horse Show the women spent fully $800,000. 

On the list of costs for the men the largest amount 
is $180,000 for new clothes. Bach of the grand signors 
had three new suits for morning wear, costing 410 
each; ohe new frock coat, costing $100; one new even- 
ing suit, costing $100, and one new overcoat at $10. 
The 300 men, therefore, spent an average of $600 each 
for Horse Show clothes. It must be remembered that 
the tailors who make such clothes take no order for 
less than $100. Col. John Jacob Astor, who ieft his 
wife’s bedside only once to come to the Horse Show, 
wore a brand new paddock coat of the very latest 
cut. His single appearance at the Garden was on 
Friday morning, when he stopped in just long enough 
to see his two-year-old hackney, take the 
blue ribbon. 

For odds and ends, meaning gloves, shoes, hats, ¢ra- 
vats, coat checks, programmes and servants’ tees 
these 300 male members of our native aristocracy 
spent $26,000. ; 

For carrtages they spent $27,000, an average of $16 4 
day each. This does not include the dally expense of 
their own private turnouts. The money was spent in 
hiring carriages at times when their own horses were 
not available or when they preferred, as people who 
own valuable horses and expensive harness do, to em- 
ploy carriages outside of their own stables. 

For luncheons costing $10 for two people each day 
and for dinners and suppers at the same rates the 
men spent $4,000. For wine, assuming that each of 
the Six Hundred drank one quart of champagne at # 
and one quart of red wine at % each day, the bill was 
$2x.800. And this figure is by no means large when we 
reflect that members of the Six Hundred, having 
opened a bottle, often take only a sip or two and leave 
the rest. As each of the Six Hundred had at 
least one guest at luncheon, another at dinner and a4 
third at supper, each spent about $15 a day in enter 
taining, or $4,000 during the week.
